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Audit critical of Martin Co. clerk’s office

INEZ — After several months of examining 
records, State Auditor Adam Edelen released 
the findings of the audit of Martin County 
Clerk Carol Sue Mills’ 2011 financial state- 
ment and found a number of problems. 

The auditor’s office also did a review of 
Mills’ 2012 accounts and found more than 
$16,000 in undeposited cash receipts. 



The audit said the findings will be turned 
over to the Kentucky State Police. 

Mills announced in August that two employ- 
ees — her daughters Tonya Mills and Tammy 
Hairston — were fired after funds were report- 
edly found missing from the office. 

Mills, who has been county clerk for 23 
years, said at the time that she had confronted 
the two women and that they had both said 
they are sorry for what happened. 

According to the audit of the 2011 financial 
statement, the county clerk did not remit all 



deed transfer tax payments to the fiscal court. 
The county clerk collected deed transfer tax in 
accordance with KRS 142.050, but she didn’t 
remit the total due to the county and the county 
was due an additional $4,580 for deed transfer 
tax for calendar year 2011, according to the 
audit. 

KRS 142.050 states, “The county clerk 
shall collect the amount due and certify the 
date of payment and the amount of collection 
on the deed. The county clerk shall retain five 
percent as a fee for collection and remit the 



balance every three months to the county trea- 
surer, who shall deposit the money in the 
county general fund.” 

The audit recommended the county clerk 
pay $4,580 to the county treasurer and also that 
quarterly deed transfer payments be made as 
required in the future. 

“A payment in the amount of $4,580 was 
paid by check to the Martin County Fiscal

Defendants 
in drug 
case to be 
rearraigned

ASHLAND — Rearraignment will 
be Thursday for two people indicted in 
September on charges of illegally dis- 
tributing prescription drugs in Eastern 
Kentucky through pain management 
clinics. 

Jody L. Robinson, the owner of 
clinics in Portsmouth, Ohio, and Plan- 
tation, Fla., and co-defendant William 
James Muldoon Jr. filed separate 
motions Monday asking for rearraign- 
ment on their charges. U.S. District 
Judge David L. Bunning granted the 
request and scheduled their rearraign- 
ments for Thursday in federal court in 
Covington. 

Rearraignments are held for defen- 
dants who initially plead not guilty 
and want to change their plea to guilty. 

Robinson, Muldoon and Dr. Clara 
Rodriguez-Iznaga are charged with 
conspiracy to distribute and unlawful- 
ly dispense Scheduled II controlled 
substances to patients in Lawrence, 
Boyd and Greenup counties from June 
2008 to Sept. 22, 2009. 

Robinson owned Ohio Pain Relief 
Center in Portsmouth and Florida 
Global Medical in Plantation. 

They are also charged with laun- 
dering money at the Florida facility. 

The indictment says the clinic 
made approximately $2 million, which 
the government is seeking through 
forfeiture. 

Muldoon, Robinson and Rodri- 
guez-Iznaga initially pleaded not 
guilty to the charges, and a Dec. 10

Sex abuse 
case sent 
toGJ

INEZ — A Martin County man 
who was arrested Thanksgiving night 
on a sex-related charge was in court 
Tuesday morning for a preliminary 
hearing. 

During the hearing, the first-degree 
sexual abuse case against Roy Michael 
Maynard, 36, was bound over to the 
Martin County Grand Jury. 

According to a copy of the arrest 
warrant, the arresting officer, Ken- 
tucky State Police Trooper Michael 
Haney, said that Maynard subjected a 
female victim to “sexual contact by 
forcible compulsion by holding her 
down and touching her when she did 
not want him to and he knew that she

Grant to help 
area counties

INEZ — The Martin County Fiscal Court held a 
special meeting Wednesday, Nov. 21, and heard from 
an Eastern Kentucky Concentrated Employment Pro- 
gram (EKCEP) representative about getting miners 
back to work and also approved a resolution to pur- 
chase a new garbage truck and dump truck for 
$450,000. 

EKCEP representative Joyce Wilcox told fiscal 
court members that the agency would soon be launch- 
ing a new program called “Hiring Our Miners Every- 
day (HOME)” and that it would need the officials’ 
assistance in identifying and recruiting employers who 
are willing to hire dislocated miners and their spouses. 



“HOME” is the result of a two-year National Emer- 
gency Grant that EKCEP applied for from the U.S. 
Department of Labor’s Employment and Training 
Administration and will temporarily expand the ser- 
vice capacity of Workforce Investment Act dislocated 
worker training and employment programs in EKCEP ’s 
23 -county service region. 

“We are trying to retain jobs for miners by retrain- 
ing them,” Wilcox said. “It will be on a per case basis 
and we will talk to employers individually. We proba- 
bly won’t say no to anybody. We have an office in the 
Roy F. Collier Community Center but our main office 
is in Hazard. Job seekers will talk to Kayla McGinnis 
at the (community center) and employers will contact

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Court on Oct. 26,” Mills said 
in her response to the audit. 

The audit also said that 
auditors found that personal 
checks and/or third party 
checks were cashed from the 
clerk’s official bank account 
and that it causes the receipts 
being deposited to not agree 
with the original form of cash 
and checks received by the 
clerk’s office for daily collec- 
tions 

The state local finance 
officer, under the authority of 
KRS 68.210, has established 
minimum accounting require- 
ments that include depositing 
receipts intact on a daily basis 
and reconciling deposits to 
batched receipts, the audit 
says. The clerk should have 
deposited receipts in the same 
form as they were collected as 
required, the audit said. 

“Furthermore, the practice 
of cashing checks whether 
personal or third party should 
have been prohibited as such 
unrelated receipt transactions 
distorts the cash audit trail,” 
the audit said. 

“We no longer practice 
cashing personal checks for 
anyone for any reason,” Mills 
said in response to the recom- 
mendation. 

The audit said the county 
clerk’s office lacks adequate 
segregation of duties and 
internal control structure 
lacked an adequate segrega- 
tion of duties and that a defi- 
ciency occurs when someone 
has custody over assets and 
recording financial transac- 
tions. 

“The clerk’s bookkeeper 
has access to cash, works up 
the daily bank deposit, posts 
to the receipts and disburse- 
ments ledgers and reconciles 
the bank account, which could 
adversely affect the clerk’s 
ability to record, process, 
summarize, and report accu- 
rate financial information,” 
the audit said. “Good internal 
controls dictate the same 
employee should not receive 
payments, make deposits, and 
prepare checks for payment.” 

The audit said the clerk 
could “provide the oversight.” 

“If the county clerk does 
implement compensating con- 
trols, these should be docu- 
mented on the appropriate 
source documentation,” the 
report said. 

The audit offered several 
methods for the county clerk 
to provide oversight. 

“We recommend the Coun- 
ty Clerk immediately imple- 
ment controls and oversight 
over the financial activities of 
her office to ensure errors are 
prevented or detected in a 
timely manner,” the audit 
said. 

“We have implemented 
new procedures over our 
financial activities,” Mills 
said in response to the recom- 
mendations. “We have issued 
keys for the new locks on all 
our cash drawers. Everyone 
has their own cash bag with a 
lock and key. A safe was pur- 
chased to keep all our cash. 
Only the Clerk and the Chief 
Deputy know the combina- 
tion. We have a new book- 
keeper and another employee 
that issues checks and another 
employee who takes the 
deposit to the bank.” 

The audit also found that 
Mills had $6,172 in disal- 
lowed expenditures. 

“The clerk paid $5,512 to 
individuals as contract labor- 
ers for office repairs, election 
duties and other miscella- 
neous jobs,” the audit said. 
“After reviewing the clerk’s 
records, we found that she did 
not maintain any supporting 
documentation and there was 
no evidence of actual work 
performed. We also found an 
additional $660 of disallowed 
expenditures that did not have 
supporting documentation or 
were for unnecessary items. 

“We recommend the Coun- 
ty Clerk only expend fee 
account monies for allowable 
purposes and have the proper 
supporting documentation for 
each purchase. We also rec- 
ommend the County Clerk 
deposit personal funds in the 
amount of $6,172 for the dis- 
allowed expenditures. This 
matter has been referred to the 
Kentucky State Police for fur- 
ther investigation.” 

In her response, Mills said: 
“Referring to the disallowed 
expenditures - an employee 
of this office [employee name 
redacted] has been terminated 
because she is suspected of 
writing checks for contract 
labor without documentation. 
The recommendation to issue 
a check in the amount of 
$6,172 has been written to the 



Martin County Fee account 
for 2011.” 

The audit also found that 
Mills’ 2012 fee account has 
undeposited receipts totaling 
$16,576. 

Auditors examined the 
clerk’s 2012 fee account after 
a phone call from Mills to 
report cash shortages, accord- 
ing to the audit. 

“Our review of the 2012 
account was for the period 
January 1 , through August 31 , 
and was not an audit, howev- 
er, our work for this time 
period found undeposited 
receipts including Jan 9, for 
$5,580; Feb. 7 for $5,435; 
Apr. 28, for $3,487; May 9, 
for $223; May 12, for $882; 
July 3, for $296 and July 14, 
for $673,” the audit said. “Our 
review found four checks, 
which were originally listed 
on the January 9, daily check- 
out sheet, were actually 
deposited at later dates to cov- 
er shortages for those daily 
deposits. 

“We found a deposit made 
on April 17, in the amount of 
$5,435. This deposit was pre- 
sented as reimbursement of 
the undeposited receipts on 
February 7, however, we 
obtained the deposit detail 
from the bank and determined 
the deposit actually consisted 
of $4,070 of delinquent tax 
receipts for April 12, a $1,362 
License fee receipt for April 
16, business and $3 in cash 
that was used to cover the 
remaining deposit; therefore 
no reimbursement was actual- 
ly made.” 

The audit recommended 
that Mills “immediately 
implement controls and over- 
sight over the financial activi- 
ties of her office to ensure 
errors are prevented or detect- 
ed in a timely manner.” 

“This matter has been 
referred to the Kentucky State 
Police for further investiga- 
tion,” the audit said. 

“In reviewing the shortag- 
es on deposits, I had to termi- 
nate another employee who 
confessed to taking deposits 
from my office,” Mills said in 
her response. “Since this has 
happened we have new proce- 
dures about how the deposits 
are made explained in recom- 
mendation 2011-03.” 

The audit also found, 
among other things, that the 
county clerk did not reconcile 
all bank statements on a 
monthly basis and the auditor 
observed that the 2011 fee 
account was not reconciled 
timely, the direct deposit 
account was not reconciled 
and had unopened bank state- 
ments from August 2011 to 
December 2011, the usage tax 
account was not reconciled 
for any month during the year, 
and the fish and game account 
was not reconciled for any 
month during the year. 

“We recommend the Coun- 
ty Clerk reconcile bank state- 
ments monthly to the ledgers 
and/or financial statements,” 
the audit said. 

“As of August 2012, all 
bank accounts are reconciled 
upon receipt of bank state- 
ments each month,” Mills said 
in response to the recommen- 
dation. 

In addition, the audit said 
that deposits are not made 
intact on a daily basis and that 
checks received from a cur- 
rent day’s transactions are 
sometimes cashed out of the 
prior day’s bank deposit, so 
there is an adequate amount of 
cash on hand to make change. 

“As a result, the total 
deposit matches the daily 
checkout sheet, however, the 
actual breakdown of cash, 
coins, and checks does not 
agree to the daily checkout 
sheet,” the audit said. “Depos- 
its should reflect the same 
amount of cash and checks 
that were collected during a 
day’s transactions. These cur- 
rent practices leave receipts 
vulnerable to misappropria- 
tion or theft and can result in 
undeposited receipts.” 

The auditor recommended 
that each drawer begin the day 
with an adequate amount of 
small bills and coins for 
change, with each deputy 
clerk monitoring their drawer 
throughout the day. When 
there is a shortage of small 
bills or coins, the audit recom- 
mended going to the bank in 
order to exchange larger bills. 

“As I stated in recommen- 
dation 2011-03, we all have 
cash bags with keys and locks, 
new locks on all cash draw- 
ers,” Mills said in response to 
the recommendation. “Each 
deputy and clerk maintains 
$150 in their cash bags for the 
day’s work. My chief deputy 
can do the deposit for the pre- 
vious work day by early

morning by having these rec- 
ommendations in place.” 

The audit also said that 
Mills should improve payroll 
procedures . 

“Our test of payroll 
revealed employees do not 
sign time cards at the end of 
each week and there is no 
documentation of supervisory 
review and approval of time 
cards,” the audit says. “We 
recommend the clerk improve 
payroll procedures by having 
each employee and a supervi- 
sory employee sign completed 
time cards.” 

“First, I would like to say 
on my behalf that we are the 
only office in our courthouse 
with a time clock,” Mills said 
in response to the recommen- 
dation.

PAINTSVILLE - No new 
clues have surfaced regarding 
a Johnson County couple who 
has been missing since Sept. 
5, and Sheriff Dwayne Price 
said even tips are starting to 
filter out. 

Two persons of interest in 
the case —the missing cou- 
ple’s son and his girlfriend — 
are incarcerated and have 
been indicted on charges con- 
nected to the case. 

Larry and Sandra Blanton 
have been missing since Sept. 
5. The Johnson County Sher- 
iff’s Office has searched the 
couple’s 50-acre farm at Pick- 
le Fork on multiple occasions 
along with Paints ville Lake, 
with efforts coordinated 
between Price’s office and 
Paintsville/Johnson County

tucky Department for Aging 
and Independent Living, housed 
within the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services, will 
administer the grant.

Bridget Back.” 

Wilcox explained that most 
of the wages for the new hires 
would be covered by the pro- 
gram, allowing the participants 
to earn while they learn and 
employers to train those new 
hires at minimal cost to their 
business. 

“We want to use a large por- 
tion of the grant money for 
training as OJT reimburse- 
ment,” Wilcox said. “People 
can apply at the community 
center. Coal miners who are laid 
off are eligible and we will also 
cover spouses because it will be 
hard to find jobs with the pay 
they are used to and it may take 
the income from both to do it. 
Unemployment only lasts 26 
weeks, and we want to put them 
back to work.” 

More details about the pro- 
gram will be available when a 
promotional campaign is 
launched in mid-December, she 
said. 

In business during the spe- 
cial meeting, court members 
unanimously approved a resolu- 
tion allowing Judge-Executive 
Kelly Callaham to seek a short- 
term loan from Inez Deposit 
Bank for $450,000 to purchase 
a garbage truck and a dump 
truck. 

Callaham opened two bids 
for generators at the water plant, 
and the court accepted the bid 
from Caterpillar. 

Court members unanimous- 
ly agreed to re-advertise surplus 
property and to include the cor- 
rect photo with the property.

The same poll also found 
that a year ago, 14 percent of 
American consumers owned 
a tablet. It’s more than dou- 
ble that now. And tablets are 
even more coveted than 
smartphones and laptops. 

So why is tablet fever so 
high? For the first time since 
the iPad debuted in 2010, 
consumers have some really 
good choices among com- 
peting tablets made by Ama- 
zon and Google. You can see 
the iPad vs. its competition 
with his handy chart. 

It’s a good time to review 
those choices and help you 
pick the tablet that’s best for 
you - or that special someone 
on your gift list. 

Android tablets 

Android tablets - which 
run Google’s Android oper- 
ating system - are becoming 
a big threat to the iPad. 
Though Google has made 
Android available to all tab- 
let makers, your best bets for 
now are Google’s own flag- 
ship tablets, the Nexus 7 
($199) and Nexus 10 ($399). 
These gadgets run the latest 
version of the Android oper- 
ating system, 4.2 or Jelly 
Bean, and are the first to 
receive updates. They can go 
neck-and-neck with the pow- 
er, features and usability 
you’ll find on similarly sized 
iPads, too, but at a lower 
cost. In some ways, the Nex- 
us tablets are actually better. 

Android was once harder 
to use because it lacked a 
centralized content ecosys- 
tem like Apple has. Thanks 
to Google Play, however, all 
the content you need is at 
your fingertips. In addition 
to 700,000 apps, Play 
includes movies, music and 
e-books. 

A Nexus tablet is a good 
buy if you want a powerful 
tablet that isn’t an iPad. 

Now, you will come 
across sub-$100 Android 
tablets when shopping. I 
don’t recommend them. 
They’re slow with low-reso- 
lution screens and don’t 
always have the latest soft- 
ware. 

Amazon tablets 

Amazon’s Android-based 
Kindle Fire tablet got a 
major upgrade recently, 
along with a few siblings, 
making it a more competi- 
tive option. 

Amazon revised the orig- 
inal Kindle Fire, with more 
RAM, faster Wi-Fi and a 
front-facing camera, but 
dropped the price to $159 
from $199. In addition, 
Amazon released the 7-inch 
and 8.9-inch Fire HDs. 

The $199 7-inch Fire HD 
has a 1280-by-800-pixel 
screen, 16 gigabytes of stor- 
age, dual Wi-Fi and stereo 
speakers for movies. The 
8.9-inch version starts at 
$299 and has the same specs 
but upgrades the screen to 
1920 by 1200 pixels. 

The main attraction of the 
Kindle Fire is that it ties in 
closely to the extensive 
Amazon ecosystem of 
music, movies and e-books. 
Amazon even has a dedicat- 
ed Kindle app store. Click 
here for a video roundup of 
my favorite Kindle Fire 
apps. 

You can pay more for 
additional storage and an 
AT&T 4G LTE cellular con- 
nection. For example, the 
32GB, 7-inch Kindle HD 
with 4G cellular is $499. A 
similarly equipped iPad Mini 
is $559. 

If you want a tablet that’s 
simple to use, but want to 
save some money or just buy 
something besides an Apple 
product, a Kindle Fire is a 
good choice.

tion, and Energy Act of 2008 
(2008 Farm Bill) has now made 
local working group meetings 
public meetings and all inter- 
ested persons are invited to 
attend.

Safety tips for the extreme holiday decorator 



(MS) — Taking holiday deco- 
rating to extremes is fun. But 
accidents can happen, especially 
when using a lot of electronic 
decorations on the outside of the 
house. 

Follow these safety precau- 
tions for outdoor decorating from 
CSA Group, a leader in electron- 
ic product testing and certifica- 
tion, to help make sure your 
house gets noticed for the right 
reasons: 

* Put your faith in the magic 
of the holidays but don't fall for 
fakes: Whether it's a waving San- 
ta, rocking sleigh, or light-up 
Rudolph, avoid counterfeit elec- 
tronic decorations that haven't 
been certified for safe use.

* Keep old holiday traditions, 
not old holiday lights: Carefully 
inspect light strings each year. 
Discard any with frayed cords, 
cracked lamp holders or loose 
connections. 

* Sparkle without the spark: 
Turn off the electricity to the sup- 
ply outlet before working with 
outdoor wiring. Unplug light 
strings before replacing bulbs 
and check to ensure replacement 
bulbs match the voltage and watt- 
age of the original. To avoid a 
shock from damaged wire, use 
insulated fasteners rather than 
metal nails or tacks to hold light 
strings in place. 

* Stay dry: Keep electrical 
connectors for outdoor lights 
above ground, out of water, and 
away from metal gutters. Con- 
nect outdoor lighting into recep- 
tacles protected by weatherproof 
ground fault circuit interrupters 
(GFCI). These can provide pro- 
tection from electric shock by 
sensing ground leakage and cut- 



ting electrical power. 

* Don't be silly with strings: 
Make decorating a family activi- 
ty by planning this year's theme 
with the kids, but don't let chil- 
dren or pets play with light 
strings. 

* Don't overextend yourself: 
Use heavy duty extension cords 
for high wattage decorations and 
large electronically-animated dis- 
plays and don't overload exten- 
sion cords. 

* It's more than a faux-pas to 
keep lights up all year: Outdoor 
holiday lights are made for sea- 
sonal use only; extended expo- 
sure can lead to damage. After 
the holiday season, take down 
decorations and store them in 
their original packaging to keep 
the proper use instructions for 
next year.
